John Gerard’s Herbal or General History of 
Plants has long been the most famous English 
herbal. First published in 1597, it was repub- 
lished in 1653 in an edition in which Thomas 
Johnson revised and enlarged the original text. 
A more capable botanist than Gerard, Johnson 
did not alter the wonderful Elizabethan prose 
of the earlier edition, but corrected errors in the 
old text and added much new material — descrip 
tions and pictures — to the text itself and in 
an appendix. This 1633 Gerard- Johnson edition 
describes about 2850 plants and has about 2700 
illustrations: in both text and illustrations it is 
a lasting monument of Renaissance botany. At 
the same time, it remains what Gerard had made, 
perhaps unintentionally, of his 1597 work: a re- 
markable compendium of Elizabethan folklore 
and naturalistic description. 

This vast storehouse of information and delight- 
ful commentary is divided into three books: the 
first book containing grasses, rushes, reeds, grains, 
irises and bulbs; the second, food plants, medi- 
cinal plants and sweet-smelling plants; the third, 
roses, trees, shrubs, bushes, fruit-bearing plants, 
rosin and gum-producing plants, heaths, mosses 
and fungi (as well as corals and sponges, then 
thought to be plants) . For each plant the authors 
give its Latin and English name, the kinds 
(when they exist) , a physical description, the 
place of growth, the time of growth, other names, 
temper (whether the plant is hot, cold, dry or 
moist according to the traditional medical theory 
of humors) , vertues (the medicinal properties, 
use as food, etc.) , and, in all but a small number 
of cases, a fine woodcut illustration. 

In a clear and engaging prose style with large, 
handsome illustrations, the authors present an

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PUBLISHERS 

NOTE 


From its inception in ancient Greece until 
the seventeenth century and beyond, botany 
was largely an adjunct of medicine and phar- 
macy. Plants were studied chiefly for their 
curative powers, and this knowledge was 
transmitted in books known as herbals, which 
also contained rudimentary physical descrip- 
tions and illustrations of the plants for pur- 
poses of identification. 

Medieval herbals were generally unoriginal 
commentaries on Theophrastus and Dioscor- 
ides, with large admixtures of folklore. Their 
illustrators were more concerned with ab- 
stract beauty of design than with the accurate 
rendering of plant anatomy. The same is true 
of the earliest printed herbals, which form a 
significant part of the incunabular repertoire. 

With the spread of the Renaissance to 
northern Europe in the sixteenth century, 
new life was breathed into the study of plants. 
Otto Brunsfels Latin herbal (Strasbourg, 
1530), with illustrations by Hans Weiditz, 
deliberately featured natural renderings from 
life. Before long, important new herbals were 
available in the vernacular languages: in 
German, those of Hieronymus Bock (schol- 
arly name: Tragus), 1539, and of Leonhart 
Fuchs (Fuchsius), 1543 (the illustrations to 
Fuchs, by Albrecht Meyer, were the most in- 
fluential and most frequently copied and re- 


used of the century); in Italian, that of Pier- 
andrea Mattioli, 1544; in Flemish/Dutch, 
that of Rembert Dodoens (Dodonaeus), 1554, 
which was quickly translated into French by 
Charles de l’Ecluse and from French into 
English by Henry Lyte; in English, especially 
that of the adventurous scholar, physician, 
theologian and “father of English botany,” 
William Turner, publication of which began 
in 1551. 

The second half of the century was a gold- 
en age of early botany. Not only was the 
scholarship more original and observation 
more direct, but explorers were bringing- 
specimens of exotic plants from the New 
World and the Near and Far East. The herb- 
arists themselves were no longer sedentary 
clerics, but roamed the remote corners of 
Europe, collecting and trading plants and 
visiting foreign colleagues. Moreover, Euro- 
pean potentates and grandees, from the Holy 
Roman Emperor on down, as well as learned 
institutions, maintained extensive gardens 
and subsidized publications. The major books 
of this period (all in Latin) were those of 
Mathias de 1 Obel (Lobelius), a Fleming ac- 
tive in England, 1570, of Dodoens (a larger 
work than that of 1554, the Stirpium historiae 
pemptades sex, 1583) and of Charles de 
l’Ecluse (Clusius), 1601, the last-named being 
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no longer an herbal, but a work of systematic 
botany and probably the best-illustrated plant 
book of the period. 

In England, by far the most popular 
herbal for generations (to the extent that 
the author’s name is inseparable from the 
concept of herbal to English speakers) was 
that of John Gerard, published in London 
in December 1597. Gerard, born in Nantwick, 
Cheshire, in 1545, became a barber-surgeon 
in London, slowly rising to the top of his 
profession. He was superintendent of the 
gardens owned by Lord burgh ley in London 
and in Hertfordshire. William Cecil, first 
baron of Burghley, was chief minister to 
Queen Elizabeth. (In the 1540s be bad been 
secretary to the Duke of Somerset, whose 
garden was superintended by the above-men- 
tioned William Turner.) Gerard also had a 
garden of his own in Holborn (London), 
and published a complete catalogue of its 
contents in 1596, the first publication of that 
type in history. His major work, the Herball 
or Generali Historic of Plantes, appeared in 
the following year (printed by John Nor- 
ton). (In later years, Gerard was herbarist 
to lames I; be died in London in February 
1612.) 

The text of Gerard’s Herball was based 
largely on a pre-existent translation into 
English by a Dr. Priest of Dodoens’ Latin 
herbal of 1583. Although Gerard is said to 
have traveled in Russia and Scandinavia, his 
text was quite unoriginal and his scholar- 
ship was suspect even to contemporaries. Of 
the 1800 illustrations in the 1597 edition, 
only a handful were specially drawn, the 
bulk being derived from a somewhat earlier 
book; this was the 1588 Frankfurt herbal 
(Neuiu Kreuterbuch) of Jacob Dietrich of 
Bergzabern (Tabernaemontanus), of which 
the illustrations only were reissued in 1590 
as Eicones plantarum; Dietrich, a pupil of 
Brunfels and Bock, had himself utilized 
illustrations from Bock, Fuchs, Mattioli, 
Dodoens, de l’Ecluse and de l’Obel. 

With all its faults, however, Gerard’s 
Herball was England’s herbal, and its popu- 
larity was unrivaled until John Parkinson 
appeared on the horizon in the 1620s. Upon 
the announcement of a major herbal by 
Parkinson (it did not appear until 1640, and 


was disappointing), those Londoners who 
had a vested interest in the Gerard work com- 
missioned the apothecary-botanist Thomas 
Johnson to prepare a revised and enlarged 
edition in the short space of one year. The 
result was the 1633 Gerard- Johnson Herball, 
which is here reprinted in its entirety. (A 
practically unaltered second edition of this 
revision appeared in 1636.) 

Thomas Johnson was born in Selby, York- 
shire, probably early in the seventeenth 
century, and was active in London by 1626. 
He undertook several botanical excursions 
in England and Wales and made significant 
contributions to local botany. In the civil 
war he was a militant Royalist, rising to the 
rank of lieutenant-colonel. He received a 
special M.D. degree from Oxford in 1643, 
and was mortally wounded in battle in the 
following year. 

Johnson appears to have been a more 
capable and scholarly botanist than Gerard. 
In his new edition, he corrected errors in the 
old text, commented skeptically on Gerard’s 
gullibility (the goose tree) or downright dis- 
honesty, and added much material front his 
own observation and from Continental 
herbals published since 1597, notably that 
of de l’Ecluse. The 1633 Gerard- Johnson de- 
scribes about 2850 plants, some 800 more 
than the 1597 Gerard, and about 700 illus- 
trations were added, chiefly from the stock 
of the Antwerp publisher Plantin, who had 
brought out Dodoens, de l'Obel and de 
l’Ecluse. Thus, the 1633 edition reprinted 
here represents, in both text and pictures, 
a conspectus and summation of the finest re- 
search of its age. Written in dear and charm- 
ing English, it is a lasting monument of 
Renaissance botany. 

The preliminary matter of the book con- 
sists of: 

Title page (engraved by John Payne; all 
the other illustrations are woodcuts). 

Johnson’s dedication (in Latin) to Rich- 
ard Edwards (Master of the Company of 
Apothecaries), Edward Cooke, Leonard 
Stone and all the other members of the 
Company. 

Gerard’s dedication to Lord Burghley (in 
English). 

Epistle (in Latin) from Lancelot Browne, 
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physician of Queen Elizabeth, to Gerard 
(dated from the Court at Westminster, Dec. 
1, 1597). 

Epistle (in Latin) from de l’Obel to 
Gerard (dated London, Dec. 1, 1597); de 
l’Obel states that Gerard has included many 
English plants for the first time. 

Various Latin poems in Gerard’s honor. 

Foreword (in English) by the physician 
Stephen Bredwell, who states that Gerard 
has here “accommodated” Priest’s translation 
of Dodoens. 

Foreword (in English) by George Baker, 
Master of the London surgeons. 

Foreword (in English) by Gerard (dated 
Holborn, Dec. 1, 1597), who states that 
Priest’s translation of Dodoens “perished.” 

Foreword (in English) by Johnson (dated 
Snow Hill [London], Oct. 22, 1633). This 
long piece, which describes in detail how the 
1633 edition is to be understood and used, 
should be read by all serious owners of the 
present volume; it also includes a long his- 
tory of botany and an enlightening, uncom- 
plimentary critique of Gerard’s procedures 
and accomplishments. 

“A Catalogue of Additions,” listing every- 
thing added by Johnson in his edition to 
both the text and the illustrative matter. 

Lhe body of the work follows Gerard’s 
original division into three books (Johnson’s 
additions being inserted in their proper 
place), the first book containing grasses, 
rushes, grains, reeds, irises and bulbs; the 
second, food plants, medicinal plants and 
sweet-smelling plants; the third, roses, trees, 
shrubs, bushes, fruit-bearing (food) plants, 
rosin- and gum-producing plants, heaths, 
mosses and fungi (as well as corals and 


sponges, then thought to be plants). For each 
plant (with appropriate exceptions and mod- 
ifications) there is a picture, Latin and Eng- 
lish names, and text under the following 
headings: Kinds (rudimentary classifica- 
tions), Description (physical appearance), 
Place (where found, with many highly local- 
ized English habitats), Time (of flowering, 
sowing, etc., as the case may be), Names (a 
variety of English names, as well as names 
in several Continental languages, “low 
Dutch” meaning Flemish/Dutch and “high 
Dutch” meaning German), Nature or 
Temper (whether the plant is “hot” or 
“cold,” “dry” or “moist”— according to the 
traditional medical theory of “tempera- 
ments” or “humors”) and Virtues (the med- 
ical properties, harmful or otherwise; use as 
food; recipes for draughts, poultices, etc.; 
sometimes there is a special heading “The 
Danger”). 

The backmatter of the book consists of: 

An “Appendix” (supplement) of still 
more plant descriptions and figures added 
by Johnson. 

An index of Latin plant names. 

Nominum et opinionum harmonia (a 
glossary/concordance of Latin plant names 
as used by various cited authors). 

A “Table” (index) of English plant names. 

“A Supplement . . . unto the generall 
Table" (a glossary of obsolete or little used 
English plant names). 

“A Catalogue of the Brittish Names of 
Plants” (a glossary of Welsh names). 

An index of the uses and properties (“ver- 
tues”) of the plants.

Furthermore, rhe neceflary vfe of thefe fruits of the earth doth plainly appeare

ters of ftate : Mithridates the great was famous for his knowledge hereih, as Plu- 
adul&amie. parch noceth. Euax alfo King of Arabia^the happy garden of the world for princh 
c“ ’ p jli Sim P Ie . s > wro£ of this argument, as Pliny fheweth. Diocletian likewife, might 
liaue haa his praife,had he not drowned all his honour in the bloud of his perfe- 
cution. To conclude this point, the example of Solomon is before the reft, and 
greater, whole wifedome and knowledge was fuch , that hee was able to let out 
the nature of all plants from the higheft Cedar to the loweft Moile. But my very 
good Lord, that which fometime was the ftudy ofgreatPhilofcphersand migh- 
tie Princes, is now negle&ed, except it be offomc fe w, whole fpirit and wifdome 
hath carried them among other parts of wifedome and counfell, to a care and ftu- 
die of fpeciali herbes,both for the furnifhing of their gardens, and furtherance of 
their knowledge : among whom I may iuftly affirme and publifh your Honor to 
be one, being my felfe one of your feruants,and a long time witneffe thereof : for

Again, confidering my duty and your 
Honors merits, to whom may I better recommend my Labors, than to him vnto 
whom I owe my felfe, and all that I am able in any feruice or deuotion toper- 
orme? Therefore vnder hope of your Honorable and accuftomed fauor I pre- 
enr this Herball to your Lordfhips proteftion ,• and not as an exquifire Worke 
(for I know my meannefie) but as the grateft gift and chiefeft argument of duty 
that my la hour and feruice can affoord : whereof if there be no other fruit, yet this 
is of ome vfe, that I haue miniftred Matter for Men of riper wits and deeper 
ludgements to polifh,and toaddetomy large additions where any thing is de- 
feftme that in time the Worke may be perfeft. Thus I humbly take my leaue, 
befeeching God to grant you yet many dayes to liue to his glory, to the fupport of 
this State vnder her Maieftie our dread Soueraigne, and that with great encreafe 
or honor in this world, and all fulnefsc of glory in the world to come.

1 C 0vvfli P s Ieril ^ alem > °r the true and 

bright Lungwort, hath rough, hairy,and 

large leaues, of a brown green color, confufedly 
fpotted with diuers fpots, or drops of white : a- 
mongft which fpring vp certaine ftalkes, a fpan 
long, bearing at the top many fine floures, grow- 
ing together in bunches like the floures of cow- 
flips, failing that they be at the firft red, or pur- 
ple, and fometimes blew, and oftentimes al thefe 
colours at once.

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It is reported, That it groweth in the North parts of England, neere vnto a village called Knaef- 
borough. I found it growing in the middle of a Wood in Kent two miles from Grauefend, neere 
vnto a worfhipfull Gentlemans hou fecal led Maher William Swan, of Hovvcke Greene. The wood 
belongeth to one Maher John Sidlcy which plant I did neuer fee elfevvhere ; and became it is very 
rare, I am the more willing to giue you all the markes in the wood for the better finding it, be- 
cause it doth grow but in one piece of the Wood : that is to fay, The ground is couercd all ouer 
in the fame pface neere about it with the herbe Sanycle, and alfo with the kinde of Orchis called 
Hermaphroditic*, or Butter-fly Satynon.

T he feed of Muftard pound with vineger,is an excellent fauce,good to be eaten with any groffe A 
meates either fifh or flefh,becaufe it doth helpe digeftion, warmeth the ftomacke, and prouokech 
appetite. 

It is giuen with good fucceffe in like manner to fuch as be fhort winded, and are flopped in the B 
breaft w ith tough fiegme from the head and braine. 

It appeafeth the tooth-ache being chewed in the mouth. 

They vie to make a gargarifme with honey, vineger, and muftard feed,againft the tumours and 
fwellings of the Vuitla,and the almonds about the throat and root of the tongue. 

Muftard drunke with water and honey prouokeththe termesandvrine. 

The feed of muftard beaten and put into the nofthrils,caufeth fneefing,and raifeth women ficke 
of the mother out of their fits. 

Itisgoodagainft the falling fickenefle, and fuch as haue the Lithargie, if it be laid plaifter- G 
wife vpon the head (after (Railing) being tempered with figs. 

It helpeth the Sciatica, or ache in the hip or huckle bone : it alfo cureth all manner of paines H 
proceeding ofa cold caufe. 

It is mixedwithgood fuccelle with drawing plaifters,and with fuchas wafte and confume I 
nodes and hard fwellings . 

It helpeth thofe that haue their haire pulled off - it taketh away the blew and blacke marks that K 
comeofbruifings.

feuerall chapters, wherein the differences fliall be expreft.

i ✓'"'t Arden Succory is of two forts, one with broad deaues, and the other with narrow, deep- 
V ~f ly cut and gafhed on both fides The firft hath broad leaues fomewhathairie,not 
muchvnliketo Endiue, but narrower 3 amongft which doe rifevp ftalkes, whereon 
arc placed the like leaues, but fmaller. The ftalke diuideth it felfe to.vard the top into many 
branches, whereon doe grow little blew floures confiding of many finall leaues, afterwhich fob 
loweth white feed.

The root and leaues tempered with hony,and made into Trochiskes,or little flat cakes, with ni- A 
ter or falt-peteraddedtothem,clean(eaway the morphew, fun-burnings, and all fpots of the face. 

Thegum which is gathered from the branches, whereof it tooke his name, layeth downe the 3$ 
ftairing haires of the eye-browes and fuch like places : and in fome places it is vfed for Maftick,as 
Bellonius ob femes. 

The gum poudered with myrrh, and put into a linnen cloath, and a peflarie made thereof like a Q 
finger, and put vp, bringeth downe the termes in yong Wenches and fuch like.

D Yers weed hath long narrow and greenifh 
yellow leaues,not much vnlike to woad, 
butagreatdeale fmaller and narrower - 
from among which commeth vp a ftalke two 
cubits high , befet with little narrow leaues : 
euen to the top of the ftalke come forth fmall 
pale yellow floures,cIofely cluftering together 
one aboue another, which doe turne into fmall 
buttons, cut as it were croffe-wife, wherein the 
feed is contained. The root is very long and 
fingle.

Dyers weed groweth of it felfe in moift, bar- 
ren, and vntilled places, in and about Villages 
almoft euery where. 

The Names. 

Pliny, lib. 13. 0^.5. maketh mention by the 
way of this herbe, and calleth it Lutea: Vitru- 
vius in his feuenth booke, Lutum it is the An- 
tic arhinum of Tragus : & Pfeudofruthium of A ta- 
thiolus : Virgill , in his Bucolickes,Eglog 4. cals 
italfoLutum : in Englifh, VVelde, or Dyers 
weed.

The Nature. 

It is hot and dry of temperature. 


t ^ The Vertues. 

A The root as alfo the whole herbe heates and dries in the third degree : it cuts, attenuates, refoi- 
ueth, opens, digefts. Some alfo commend it againft the pun&ures and bites of venomous crea- 
tures, 
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feenein the Chapters of Catanance,Cywsbatos,Hcmeroca!lis,Crataogonon, and cliuers others which are 
orfeemc to be fignificant, and to import fomething by their name: yet he faith nothin® thereof It 
may be that which they would cxprelTe by the name, was, that the hearbe had fo piercirfg a facultie 
that it would eat into the very flefh. The fecond and third Argument both are anfwered,if this 
firii word be Greeke,as I haue alreadie ihewed it to be , and there are not many words in Greeke 
that more frequently enter into fuch corapofition than = as Pampbagos,Polypbagos,Opfiphagos,and 
many other may fhew. Moreouer, it hath beene obfurd from Diofrorides,o r any elfehow fimple fo- 
euer they were, if they had knowne the fir ft word to haue beene Latine and Saxifraga, to fay a®aine 
prefently after that the Romanes called it Saxifranga, or Saxifraga, for fo it fhould be, and not Sarxi- 
fianga: but I feare that the aifinitie of founds more than of fignification hath caufed this confufion 
elpecially in the middle times bctweene vs and Diofcorides, when learning was at a very low ebbe! 
Thechiefereafons that induce mce to thinke this Chapter worthie tokeepehis former place in 
Diofcorides , are thefe : Firft,the generall confent ofall both Greeke and Latine copies ( as Marcel- 
ltd faith) howantient foeuer they be. Secondly, the mention of this herbe for the fame effed in 
fome Greeke Authours of a reafonable good antiquitie , for Paulus ^Egineta teftifieth that 
Aisw Sf"^“'.Then Trallianus amongft other things in a Conditum Nephriticum men- 
tions : but Nonus a later Greeke calls it that it is euident they knew and vfed 

lorne fimple medicine that had both the names o fSarxiphagon and Saxiphragosjxhich. is the Latine 
Saxifraga.Now feeing they had, and knew fuch a fimple medicine, it remaines we enquire after the 
fh ape and figure thereof. Diofcorides defcribes it to be a fhrubby plant, growing vpon rockes and 
craggie places, like vnto Epnhymum : boiled in wine and drunke, it hath the faculty to helpe the 
Strangurie and Hicket ; it alfo breakes the ftone in the bladder and prouokes vrine This word 
Epnhymum is not found in mod copies, but a fpace left for fome word or words that were wanting • 
If ut Marcellas faith, he found it expreft in a booke which was Omnium vctufhffimus & probat ifrimus': 
and Hermolaus Barbaras faith J'clerem in Diofcorid tpicluram hums herb a vidi,nonplus folds quam cir- 
ris mwutisper ramos ex interval conditis , nec frequents bus, in cacumin e furculorumfloccifeu ar ernes potius 
quam fro fcuh, fubrubida radtcc non fine frbris. A figure reafonablewell agreeing with thisdefeription 
of Hermolaus, l lately receiued from my friend M r . Goody er, who writ to me that he had fought to 
know what Saxifraga (to wit, of the Antients) fhould bej and finding no antient Authour that had 
defenbed it to any purpofe, he fought Apulcius-, which word A pules as (faith he) is the printed title- 
my Manufcript acknowledgeth no Authour but Apolscnfss Plato • there is no defeription neither 
but the Manufcript hath a figure which I haue drawne and fent you, and all that -verbatim that hee 
hath written of it, I fhould be glad to haue this figure cut and added to your worke, together with 
his words, becaufe there hath beene fo little written thereof by the Antients. This his requeft I 
thought fit to performe,and haue( for the better fatisfaftion of the Reader) as you fee made a fur 
ther enquirie thereof : wherefore I willonely adde this, that the plants here defcribed,and the Al~ 
fine Saxifraga of Colum.t ogether with the two Chickweed Saxifrages formerly deferibed Chap. 1 7 K 
come neerefl of any that I know to the figure and deliniatioiiof this of the Antients.

and round like a peare,in which the feeds lie feuered,of iorme three fquare, of an ill fauored blac- 
kifh colour.-the root is fomewhat long, oftentimes of a mean thickneffe, yellow like to the colour of 
Box, not inferior in bitternelfe either to the long or to the round Birthwoort : and fometimes thefe 
are found to be fmall and {lender, and that is when they were but lately digged vp and gathered:for 
by the little parcels of the roots which are left, the young plants bring forth at the beginning ten- 
der and branched roots. 


5 Small Birthwoort is like to the long and round Birthwoort both in ftalkes andleaues, vet is 
it leffer and tenderer : the leaues thereof are broad,and like thofe of Iuie : the floure is lon^, hollow 
inthe vpperpart, and on the outfide blackifh: the fruit fomcrhing round like the fruit of round 
B irthwoort : in ftead of roots there grow forth a multitude of {lender firings.

t 6 Ciufut figures and defcribes another final Pifolochia by the name of Piflolochia Creticajo 
which I thought good toadde the Epithite Virginia alfo , for that the much admired Snakeweed 
of yirginia feems no otherwife to differ from it than an inhabitant of Candy from one of the Vir- 
ginians, which none I thinke will fay to differ in ft eric. I will firft giue Clufus his defcription, and 
then exprelfe the little varietie that I haue obferued in the plants that were brought from Virgi- 
nia, and grew here with vs; it lends forth many {lender ftalks a foot long, more orlefte,andthefeare 
cornered or indented, crefted, branched, tough, and bending towards the ground, or fpred thereon, 
and ofa darke green colour : vpon which without order grow leaues, neruous, and like thofe of the 
lafi defcribed,yet much {harper pointed, and after a fort refembling the lhape of thofe of Smilax 
aflera i butleffe,and of a darke and lafting greene colour, fattened to longifh ftalkes : out ofwhofe 
bofomes grow long and hollow crooked floures, in lhape like thofe of the long Birthwoort, but 
of a darker red on the outfide, but fomewhat yellowifh within : and theie are alfo fattened to pret- 
ty long ftalks ; and they are fucceeded by fruit, not vnlike,yet lefle than that of the long Birthwort. 
This hath abundance of roots, like as the former, but much fmaller,and more fibrous, and of a ftron- 
ger fmelh It floures in Iuly and Auguft.Thus clufwa defcribes his, to which that Snakeweed that 
was brought from Virginia, and grew with M x .Iohn Tradefcant at South-Lambeth, An. 1632. was 
agreeable in all points, but hereand there oneofthe lower leaues were fomwhat broader and roun- 
der pointed than the reft: the floure was long, red, crooked, and a little hairie, and it did not open 
the top, or {hew the inner fide, which I iudge was by reafon of the coldneffe and vnfeafonablenefte 
ofthe later part of the Sommer when it floured : the ftalks in the figure fhould haue been exprefi: 
more crooking or indenting,for they commonly grow fo How hard it is to iudge of plants by one 
particle or facultie may very well appeare by this herbe I now treat of: for fome by the fimilitude 
the root had with A [arum, and a vomiting qualitie which they attributed to it (which certainly is 
no other than accidentall) would forthwith pronounce andmaintaine it an Afarum: fome alfo refer 
it to other things, as to Primrofes,F incitoxicum^&c. Others morewarily named it S erf ent aria Vir^i- 
viana^ and Radix virginiana, names as itwere offering themfeluesand eafilyto befitted and impofed 
vpon fundry things, but yet too gcneralfand therefore not fit any more to be vfed, feeing the true 
and fpecifick denomination is found. £

deepely indented about the edges. The floures

Thefe Hollihockes are fowne in gardens, almoft euery where,and are in vaine fought elfe where.

The fecond yeere after they are fowne they bring forth their floures in Iuly and Auguft, when 
the feed is ripe the ftalke withereth, the root remaineth and fendeth forth new ftalkes, leaues and 
floures, many yeres after. 

The Names. 

The Hollihocke is called in Greeke, «****.: ofdiucrs, Rofavltramarina, oroutlandifh Rofe, and 
Fofa hyemalispr winter Rofe. And this is that Rofe which Ptiny in his 2 1. book, 4. chapter writes to 
haue the ftalke of a mallow ,and the leaues of a pot-herbe, which they cal Mofceuton: in high Dutch, 
fatten pappclcn: in low Dutch,tDtiltCtlftOOCen: in French, Rofe d’ outre mer : in Englifh, Holli- 
hocke, and Hockes. 

% The Temperature. 

TheHolIihockeus meetely hot, and alfo moift, but not fo much as the wilde Mallovv.-it hath 
likewife a clammie fubftance, which is more manifeft in the feed and root,than in any other part. 

. „ . . H T l>e Vert ues. 

The deco&ion ofthe floures, efpecially thofe of the red, doth ftop the ouermuch flowing of the A 
monthly courfes,if they be boiled in red wine. 

The roots, leaues, and feeds feme for all thofe things for which the wilde Mallowes do, which g 
are more commonly and familiarly vfed.

The leaues of Mar Hi Mallow are of the power to digeft, mitigate paine, and to concod; A 

They be with good effed mixed with fomentations and pulteffes againft paines of the lides, of 15 
the ftone,and of the bladder; in a bath alfo they feme to take away any manner of paine. 

The deco&ionofthe leaues drunke doth the fame, which doth not only aflwage paine which C 
proceedeth of the ftone,but alfo is very good tocaufe the fame to defcend more eatily.and to paffe 
forth. 1 


The roots and feeds are profitable for the fame purpofe : moreotier the decodion of the roots p> 
helpeth the blondy flix, yet not by any binding qualitie, but by mitigating the gripir.gs and iret- 
tings thereof: for they doe not binde at all, although Galen otherwise thought, but they cure the 
bloudy fliXjby hauing things added vnto them, as the roots ofBiftorr , Tormentil!,the fiouresand 
rindes of Pomegranates and fuch like. 

The mucilage or flimie iuice of the roots, is mixed very effedually with all oils,ointments,and E 
plaifters that llacken and mitigate paine. 

The roots boiled in wine, and the decodion giuen to drinke, expell the Hone and grauell, helpe F 
the bloudy flix, fciatica,crampes, andconvulfions. 

The roots of Marl'll Mallows, the leaues ofcommon MaIIowes,and the Ieaues of Violets, boiled G 
in water vntill they be verie foft,and that little water that is left drained away, (lamped in a (lone 
morter, adding thereto a certaine quantitie of Fenugreeke.and Linefeed in ponder • rhe root of the 
blacke Bryonie,atm fome good quantitie of Barrovves greafe, (lamped altogether to the forme of a 
pultis,and applied very warme,mollific and foften Apoftumes and hard fwellings, fwellinps in the 
ioints,and fores of the mother . it confumeth all cold tumors, bla(lings,and windie outgrovvings-it 
cureth the rifts of the fundament; it comforteth, defendeth, and preferueth dangerous greene 
wounds from any manner ofaccidents that may happen thereto,it helpeth digeftion in them and 
bringethold vlcers to maturation. 

The feeds dried and beaten into pouder and giuen to drinke, ftoppeth the bloudy flix and laskc H 
and all other i flues of bloud. 3

from the bofome of which leaues come forth 
yellow floutes, not vnlike to thofe of the com- 
mon Mallow in forme : the knops or feed vef* 
fels are blacke,crooked,orwrinckled, made vp 
of many fmall cods, in which is biack feed:the 
root is fmall, and dieth when it hath perfected 
his feed.

The Defcription. 

I /'"'Rowfoot Cranes bill hath many long and tender branches tending to rednefle,fet with 
V,^ great leaues deepely cut or jagged, in forme like thofe of the fielde Crowfoot, whereof 
it tooke his name 5 the floures are pretty large, and grow at the top of the ftalkes vpon 
tender footftalkes, ofa perfed blew coloimwhich being pall, there fucceed fuch heads beakes and 
bils as the other Cranes bils. 1 * W 

I haue in my garden another fort of this Cranes bill, bringing forth very faire white floures 
which maketh it to differ from the precedent ; in other refpe&s there is no difference at all. 

t 2 This which is the Geranium z . Batrachiodes minus of Clufius hath large ftalkes and leaues 
and thofe very much diuided or cut in ; the ftalkes alfo are diuided into fundry branches, which 
vpon long footftalkes carry floures likeinfhape, but Iefle than thofe of the formerly defcribed, 
and not blcw,but ofa reddifh purple colour, hauing ten threds and a pointall comming forth of 
the middle of the floure : the beakes or bils which are the feed ftand vpright,and hang not downe 
their points as moft others do. The root is large and liues many yeares. 

5 The ftalkes of this are ftiffe,greene,and hairy, diuided at their tops intofundry branches 
which end in long footftalkes, vpon which grow floures commonly by couples, and they confift of 
flue leaues apiece, and thefe ofadarke red colour. The leaues are large,fofr, and hairy, diuided 
into fix or feuen parts, and fnipt about the edges ; the roots are large and lafting. I t is kept with 
vs in gardens, and floures in May. Clufius calls it Geranium i.putlo fore. 

4 This alfo hath ftalkes and leaues much like thofe of the laft defcribed, but fomewhat lefle: 
the florues are as large as thofe of the laft defcribed,but ofa more light red, and they are conteined 
in thicker and fhorter cups, and fucceeded by fhorter feeds or bills, and are commonly ofa fwect 
muske-like fmeil : The root is very long,red,and lafting. It floures ih themiddeft of May, and is

or branches, fet full of leaues like Fennell, but thicker and bigger, and fatter than the lcaues of Ct ?- 
tula feet ida, of a grayifh greene colour, bearing at the top of the ftalks the tufts oiFerula.ox rather of 
Carrots, full of yellow flouresuvhich being paft there fucceedeth long flat feed like the feed of the 
Alla tree,fmelling like R.ofin,or Frankincenfe, which being chewed filleth the mouth with the taffc 
of Frankincenfe, but fharper : all the reft of the plant is tender, and fomevvhat hot, but not vnplea- 
fant : the plant is like vnto Ferula, and aboundeth with milke as Ferula doth, of a reafonablc good 
fauour.

The leaues of Libanotis pounded, ftoppe the fluxe of the Hemorrhoides or piles, and fupple die A 
1'wellings and inflammations of the fundament called Condilomata, concoff the fwellings of the 
throat called Strum, and ripen botches that will hardly bee brought to fuppuration or to ripe- 
nefle. 

The iuice of the leaues and roots mixed with honie, and put into the eies,doth quicken the fight, R 
and clcereth the dimnefleof the fame. 

The feed mingled with honie, doth fcoure and clenfe rotten vlcers, and being applied vnto cold C 
and hard fwellings confumeth and wafteth them. 

The leaues and roots boiled vntill they be foft, and mingledwiththemealeofDarnelland vi- 
neger,aftvvageth the paine of the gout, if they be applied thereto. 

Moreouer being receiued in wine and pepper, it helpeth the iaundice, and prouoketli fvveatj and £ 
being put into oile and vfed as an ointment.it cureth ruptures alfo. 

It purgeth the difeafe called in Greeke ^u-in Latinc,. Fit iligopx Impetigo, that is, the white fpot- p 
tines of the skin, chaps, or rifts in the palms of the hands and foies of the feet, and by your patience 
coufin german to the fcab of Naples, tranfported or transferred into France, and prettily well fprin- 
kled oner our Northern coafts. 

When the feed of Libanotis is put into receits, you muft vnderftand, that it is not meant of the G 
feed of Cachris,becaufc it doth with his fharpenefle exafperateormake rough thegullet; for it 
hath a very heating qualitie, and doth drie very vehemently, yea this feed being taken inwardly, or 
the herbe it felfe, caufeth to purge vpward and downeward very vehemently.

The leaues are of a faint greene colour, very much cut or iagged : the leaues that grow low- 
eft, and fpring firft, arealmoft like the leaues of Cheruillor Parfley,but thofe which come forth a f» 
terward,and grow vpon the ftalks, are more iagged , almoft like the leaues of Fumitorie, though a 
great deale fmaller,tenderer,and more iagged. The floures are white, and do grow in round taflels 
like vnto Dill. The feed is round, hollow within, and of a pleafantfentand fauour when it is drie.

Oreofel:num,or mountaine Parfley is, as Galen faith, like in faculty vnto Smallage but moreeffe 
a^W-Biofcondes writeth that the feed and root being drunke in wine prouokc vrinc- brinJ 
oowne the merges, and that they are mixed with counterpoifons, diureticke medicines and mtdf 
cines that are hot. 1 

The root of Veelgum , or much good, is alfo hot and dry,and that in the later end of the fccond 
degree, it niakerh thin, it cutteth, openeth,prouoketh, breaketh the ftone and expeHcth it onencth 
the ftoppings of the huer and fp!eene,and cureth the yellow jaundife:being chewed it helpeth the 
tooth-ach,and bnngeth much water out of the mouth. *

The root hoy led in water and vineger allayeth the painc of the teeth, if the mouth be often vva- B 
fhed therewith hot. 

Pliny reporteth, that being boy led in Oxymel (or the fyrrupmade with honey and vineger) till C 
the one halfe be wafted, it is giuen to thofe that haue the falling ficknefTe. CMatthtoUs reporteth 
that he knew a man cured of a rupture, by takingof the pouder of this root for many moneths to.

B lew Pipe the later Phyfitians, as we haue faid, do name Lillach, or Lilac : of fome, Syringa cre- 
rulea, or blew Pipe : mod do expound the word Lillach, and call it Ben ■ Serapio’s and “the Arabians 
Ben is Gians vnguentaria, which the Grecians name E«A« 0f from which Lillach doth very much 
differ : among other differences it is very apparant, rhac Lillach bringeth forth no Nut, howfoeuer 
Matthiolus doth fa Illy pidure it with one 3 for it hath only a little cod, the feed whereof hath in it 
no oile at all. The figure of the Balanus Myrepjica we haue thought good to infert in this chapter, 
for want of a more conuenient roome.

The oile preffed out of this fruit, which is vfually termed oyle of Ben, as it hath no good or plea- G 
ling fmell, fo hath it no ill fenr, neither doth it become rancide by age, which is the reafort that it 
is much vfed by perfumers. 

T he oile fmoothes the skin, foftens and diflblues hardneffe,and conduces to the cure of all cold B 
affects of the finewes ; and it is good for the paine and noife in the eares, being m ixed with Goole- 
greafe,and fo dropped in warme in a fmall quantitie. f 


C h a p. 6z. Of WidoW'Waile, or Spurge Oliue . 

The Defcription. 

W Idow-vvaile is a fmall fhrub about two cubits high. The ftalke is ofa vvooddy fubftance, 
branched with many fmall twigs, full of little leaues like Priuet, but fmallerand blac- 
ker, on the ends whereof grow fmall pa' : yellow floures : which being pa ft, there fuccee- 
deth a three cornered berrie like the Tithymales,for which caufe it was called Tricoccos, that is, 
three berried ChameUa : thefe berries are greene at the firft, red afterward, and browne when they 
be withered, and containe in them an oylie fatn'effe like that of the Oliue, being ofan hot and bi- 
ting tafte , and that doe burne the mouth, as do both the leaues and rinde. T he root is hard and 
vvooddy.

It is found in mod vntilled grounds of Italy and Languedoc in France, in rough and defart pla- 
ces. I haue it growing in my garden. 

TheTimc. 

It is alwaies greene : the feed is ripe in Autumne. 

The Names. 

The Grecians call it as though they fhould fay, low or fhort Oliue tree : the Latines, 
Oleago , and oleaflcllus , and likewife Citocacium : it is alfo named of diners, Oliaelh, as M atthislus Syl- 
uaticus faith : it is called in Englifb, Widow-\\ ; aiIe,^«/4 facit vidua-s . 

The fruit is named of diners, k«*x« a\s*ut •. in Latino, Coccus cnidicus .* but he is deceiued, faith 
Diofcorides, that nameth the fruit of Spurge-Oliue, Coccus Cnidicus : Auicenand. Scrapio call Coa 
meUa, or Spurge Oliue, CUezereon .-vnderwhich name notwithftanding they haue alfo contained 
both the Chameleons or Carlines 3 and fo haue they confounded chameUa or Spurge Oliue with 

the Carlines, and likewife Thym&lea, or Spurge flax.

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H The vinegar in which the dried floures are fteeped are wholfome for the ftomacke : being vfed 
with mcate it ftirreth vp an appetite, it cutteth and attenuateth or maketh thin grofle and raw hu- 
mors. 

I T he facultie of the feed is fomewhat gentler than that of the other parts : it alfo moueth the 

belly, and draweth forth waterie humors, being beaten to pouder,and giuen to a dram weight : be- 
ing new gathered, fteeped in vineger,and afterwards dried, it is taken, and that effe&ually, in the 
like weight of the dried lees ofwine, and with a few Anife feeds, for foitworketh without any ma- 
ner of trouble, and helpeth thofe that haue the dropfie. But itmuft be giuen for certaine daies to- 
gether in a little wine, to thofe that haue need thereof. 

K The gelly of the Elder, otherwife called lewes eare, hath a binding and drying qualitie : the in- 
fufion thereof,in which it hath bin fteeped a few houres.taketh away inflammations of the mouth, 
and almonds of the throat in the beginning, if the mouth and throat be wafhed therewith, and doth 
in like manner helpe the uvula. 

L Diefcorides faith, that the tender and greene Ieaues of the Elder tree, with barley meale parched, 

do remouchot fwellings, and are good for thofe that are burnt or fcalded,and for fuch as be bitten 
with a mad dog, and that they glew and heale vp hollow vlcers. 

M The pith of the young boughes is without qualitie : This being dried, and fomewhat prefled or 

quafhed together, is good to lay vpon the narrow orifices or holes of fiftula's and iflues,if it be put 
therein.

feet, very eafie tobe difcerned:the figure ofit we haue fet forth vnto you according to the great- 
nefle thereof, bccaufe our words and meaning may be the better vnderftood, and alfo the leafe of 
the tree in his full bigneflc, bccaufe it is impoffible tobe expreffed in the figure : the trunke or bo 
cy of the tree is coucred with a rough barke,very thin, and eafie to be opened or wounded with any 
fmall toole or inftruraent 5 whi ch being fo wounded in the Dog daies, bruifed or bored, doth yeeld 
forth drops of a thicke red liquour, which of the name of the tree are called Dragons teares, or San. 
guis Draconis^ Dragons bloud : diuers haue doubted whether the Iiquour or gummie iuice wereall 
one with Cinnabar it of Diojcorides (not meaning that Cinder made of Quickfiluer)but the receiued 
opinion is, they differ not,by reafon their qualitie and temperature worke the like effed.

1 r T' He Onion hath narrow leaues,and hollow within 5 the ftalke is fingle, round, biggeft 

in the middle, on the top whereof groweth a round head couered with a thinne skin 
or filme, which being broken, there appeare little white floures made vp in forme of 
a ball, and afterward blacke feed three cornered, wrapped in thinne white skinnes. Inftead of the 
root there is a bulbe or round head compad of many coats, which oftentimes becommeth great 
in manner of a Turnep, many times long like an egge. Tobebriefe,it is couered with very fine 
skinnes for the mod part of a whitifh colour. 

2 The red Oniondiffereth not from the former but in fharpneffc and rednelfe of the roots, in 
other refpe&s there is no difference at all. 

t 3 There is alfo a Spanifli kinde, whole root is longer than the other, but in other refpe&s 
very little different. 

f 4 There is alfoanotlier fmall kindeof Onion, called by Label, Afcalonitis <_sintiquorumpr 
Scallions •, this hath but fmall roots, growing many together : the leaues are like to Onions, but 
Idle. It feldome beares either ftalke, noure,or feed. It is vfed to be eaten in fallads. 
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wherein confifteth the difference betweene thefe leaues and thofe of Homers Moly, which are not 
fo. In the middle of the leaues rifeth vp a bunch of fmooth greenifh bulbes fetvponatenderfoot- 
ftalke,infhapeandbignefleliketo a great garden W'orme, which being ripe and planted in the 
earth, do alfo grow vntoafaire plant likevnto theirmother. 

^ f hefe two laft mentioned (according to Bauhine^ and I thinke the truth) are .but figures of 
one and the fame plant • the later whereof is the better, and more agreeing to the growing of the 
plant. 

6 Tothefe may be fitly added two other Molycs: the firft of ihefe, which is the yellow' Mo- 
ly, hath roots whitifh and round, commonly two of them growing together ; the leaues which it 
lends forth are longand broad, and fomwhat refemble thofe of the Tulip, and vfually are but two 
in number •, betweene which rifes vpa ftalke fomc foot high, bearing at the top an vmbell of faire 
yellow ftar-like floures tipt on their lower hides with a little greene. The whole plant fmelleth of 
Garlicke.

They fpring forth of the ground in Februarie, and bring forth their floures, fruit, and feed in the 
end of Auguft. 

The Names. 

f 5ome haue deriued the name CMoly from thefe Grceke words, . that is, to driue 

away difeafes. It may probably be argued to belong to a certaine bulbous plant, and that a kind

ayellowifhgreene :thefeedis like parfley feed, but in tafte fomewhat refemolcs Cumirie , Daucus

Theleaues are hkewife co.npadt and winged with 
many fmall leaues fet vpon a middle rib one againft another, except the point leafe, which ftands 
by it felfe, as doth that oftheafh,if it grow in his naturallplace, which is in a grauelly fpring.The 
vpper face of the whole plant is ofabrowne colour, and greene vnder the leaues, which is a perfect 
marke to know the phylicall kinde from the others. Thevvhite floures grow alongft the ftalkcs, 
and are fucceeded by cods wherein the feed is contained. The root is nothing elfe but as it were 
a thrumme or bundle of threds.

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is contained fiat feeds, tough and limmer, of the colour of Mace. The whole plant , as well roots 
as fioures, do fauour or fmell very like a Fox. As the plant grovveth old, fo doth it wax rich, brin- 
ging forth a Crovvne of fioures amongft the vppermoft greene leaues, which fome make a fecond 
kindc, although in truth they are but one and the felfe fame, which in time is thought to grow to a 
triple crovvne, which hapneth by the age of the root, and fertilitie of the foilepvhofe figure or tipe 
I haue thought good to adioyne with that pi&ure alfo which in the time of his infancie it had.

The Time. 

It floureth in April!, and fometimes in March, when as the weather is warme and pleafant.The 
feed is ripe in Iune.

This rare & ftrange Plant is called in Luinc^Corona Imperialis^nd Lilium Byzantinum.-thc Turks 
doe call it Canale laic, and Tufa. And as diners haue fent into thefe parts of tbefe roots at fun- 
dry times, fo haue they likewife fent them by fundry names ; fome by the name Tufai j others, Tfl«- 
fai, and Tuyfchiachi^ and likewife Turfani and Turfanda. t Clufim, and that not without good rea- 
fon,iudgeth this tobe the Uemerocallis of Diofcorides, mentioned lif>.-$ .cap.

Chap. 109. Of Dogs Tooth. 

/ he Dcfcrtption. 

1 np Here hath not long fincebeene found out a goodly bulbous rooted plant, and termed 

J- Satyrion, which was fuppofed tobe the true Satyrionof Diofcorides , after that it was 
cherifhed,and the vertues thereof found out by the ftudious fearchers of nature. Little difference 
hath bin found betwixt that plant of Diofcorides and this Dens canims , except in the colour, which 
(as you know) doth commonly varv according to the diuerfitie of places where they grow , as it 
fallc-:h out in Squiila, unions, and the other kinJes ofbulbous plants. It hath moft commonly 
two leaues, very feldomt’ three 5 which leafe in fhape is very like t ozAllmm Vrfinum , or Ramfons, 
though farre Ieffe. The leaues turnedovvne to the groundward; the ftalke is render and flexible 
like to Cyclamen , or Sow-bread, about an handful l high, bare and without leaues to the root. The 
proport ion ofthefloure is like that of Saffron or the Lilly floure, full of ftreames of a purplifh 
white colour. The root is bigge, and like vnto a date, with fome fibres growing from it : vnto the 
faid root is a fmall flat halfe round bulbe adioyning, like vnto Gladiolus , or Corn-flag. 

2 The fecond kinde is farre greater and larger than the firft,inbulbe, ftalke, leaues, floure, and 
cod. It yeeldeth two leaues for the moft part, which do clofe one within another, and at the firft: 
they doe hide the floure (for fo long as it brings not out his floure) it feemes to haue but one leafe 
like the Tulipa’s, and like the Lillies, though fhorter, and for the moft part broader 5 wherefore I 
haue placed it and his kindes next vnto the Lillies before the kinds of Orchis or ftones.The leaues 
which it bcareth are fpotted with many great fpots of a darke purple colour , and narrow below, 
but by little and little toward the top wax broad, and after that grow to be fharpe pointed, in form 
fomewhat neere Ramfons, but thicker and more oleous. When the leaues be wide opened the 
floure fheweth it felfe vpon his long weake naked ftalke, bowing toward the earth-ward , which 
floure confifteth of fix very long leaues of a fine delayed purple colour, which with the heat of the 
Sunneopeneth it felfe, and bendeth his leaues backe againe after the manner of the Cyclamen 
floure, within which there are fix purple chines, and a white three forked ftile or peftell. This 
floure is ofnoplcafant fmell, but commendable for the beauty : when the floure is faded, there 
fucceedeth a three fquare huske or head, wherein are the feeds, which are very like them of Leucoi- 
nm buibe fum pracox - y but longer, flenderer,and ofa yellow colour. The root is long, thicker below* 
than aboue,fetwith many white fibres, waxing very tender in the vpper part, hairing one or more 
off-fets, or young (hoots, from which the ftalke arifeth outof the ground (as hath been fiiid)brin- 
ging forth two leaues, and not three, or onely one, fane when it will not floure. 


3 The 
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ripe, though you put but your hand neere them, as profering to touch them,tho ugh you doe it not, 
yet will they fly out vpon you, and if you expect no fuch thing.perhaps make you affraid by reafon 
of the fuddennefle thereof. This herbeis written of onely by Proffer Alpinus, vr.der the title of 
Stum Minimum : and it may be called in Englifh, Impatient Lady-fmocke, or Cuckovv floure. It 
is an annuall, and yeerely fovves it felfe by the falling feeds . t 

% 8 The leaues of this fomewhat refemble thofeof Dafyes,but leffc,and lie fpread vpon 

the ground, amongft which rifes vp a weake and flender ltalke fet with 3 or 4 leaues at ccrtaine di- 
ftances,it being fome handful high, the top is adorned with final white floures confiding of fome 
leaues apeece, after which follow large and long cods, confidering the fmallnes of the plant- with- 
in thefe in a double order is conteined a final! reddifh feed, of fomewhat a biting tafte. The root 
creepes vpon the top of the ground, putting vp new buds in diners places. Clufius found this grow- 
ing vpon the rockes on the Etfcherian mountaine in Auftria,and hath giuen vs the hi dory and fi- 
gure thereof vnder the name oi Plant ula Cardamines emula, and Sinapi pumulum Alpimm , 

•y The Time and Place. 

That of the Alpifh mountaines is a ftranger in thefe cold Countries : the reft are to be found 
euery where, as aforefaid, efpecially in the caftle ditch at Clare in Eflex. $ The feuenth gi owes 
naturally in fome places of Italy. 

Thefe flower for the moft part in Aprill and May, when the Cuckowe doth begin to fing her 
pleafant notes with out Hammering. 

TheNfames. 

They are commonly called in Latine, Flos Cuculijoy Brunfelpus and Dodonauccfor the reafon 
a fore fa id -and alfo fome call them Najlurtium aquatjeum minus , or lefier water Crefle : o c fbme,Cdr- 
damine, and Sisymbrium alterum of Diofcondes . iris called in the Germane tongue, t©tlOetC!*efj? 
in French, Pajfera<refauuage . in Englifh, Cuckowe flowers ; in Northfolke, Canterbury bells: at 
theNamptwich in Cheshire, where I had my beginning, Ladie fmockes, which hath giuen me 
caufe to Chriftenitaftermy Country fafhion. 

fT The Nature and Vert ties. 

Thefe herbes be hot anddrie inthefecond degree : we haue no certaine proofe or authority 
of their vertues, but furely from the kindes of water Crefle they cannot much differ, and therefore 
to them they maybe referred in their vertues. 

t The figure that was in the fourth placejbeing ofthefame plant that is deferibefl in thefirft place;the counterfeit {hikes and heades being taken away, as 
lauhmt rightly ha h obferued ; as alfo ihedefcription thereof, which (as many other) our Author frames hy looking vpon the figufe^ndthtfftrengthof hi* 
ownc tancic : I hauc omitted asimpcitincnc. 


Chap. ip. Of Treacle z5\TuJhrd. 

*| The Dcfcription. 

2 ^TpReacle muftard hath long broad leaues, efpecially thofenext the ground, the others 
Jeflcr, (lightly indented about the edges like thofe of Dandelion. Theftalkes be 
long and brittle, din ided into many branches euen from the ground to the top^vvhere 
grow many fmallidle flowers tuft fafhion, after which fucceed large, flat, thin, chaffie huskes or 
feed veflels heart fafhion, wherein are conteined brow ne flat feeds, fliarpe in taftc, burning the 
tongue as doth muftard feed,!eauinga tafte or fauourofGarlicke behinde for a farewell. 

2 Mithridate Muftard hath long narrow leaues like thofe of Woad,or rather Cow Bafil.The 
ftalkesbe inclofed with fmall fnipt leaues euen to the branches, Pyramidis fafhion, that is to 
fay,fmaller and fmaller toward the top, where it is diuided into fundrie branches, whereon doe 
grow fmall flowers :which being pa ft, the cods, or rather thinne chaffie huskes doappeare full of 
lhatpe feed, like the former. The roote is long and flender. 

3 The third kinde of Treacle Muftard, named Knaues Muftard, (for that it is too bad for ho- 
neft men) hath long, fat, and broad leaues, like thofe of Dwale or deadly N ightfhade : in tafte like 
thofe ofVuluariaor flinching Orach, fetvpon a round ftalke two cubits high, diuided at the top 
into final! arrnes or branches,whereon do grow fmall fbolifh white fpokie flowers. The feed is 
conteined in flat pouches like thofe of Shepheards pur(e,brown,fharpe in tafte, and of an ill fauor. 

4 Bowyers Muftard hath the lower leaues refembling the ordinary Thlafpi,but tbevpper are 
very fmall like tode flaxe but fmaller. Theftalkes be fmall, (lender, and many. The flowers be 
fmall, and white, each confiding of foure leaues. The feeds be placed vpon the branches from the 
lowed part of them to the top, exceeding fharpe and hot in tafte, and of a yellowifli colour. The 
roote is fmall and woody. 

5 Grecian muftard hath many leaues fpred vpon the ground, like thofe of the common Dai- 
fie,of a darke greenifh colour : from the midft whereof fpring vp ftalkes two foote long, diuided 
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into many fmall branches, whereupon grow final 1 white flowers com pofed of fonre leaues, after 
which fucceed round flat huskes or leed velfels, fet vpon the ftalke by couples, as it were fundry 
paires of fpe&acles, wherein the feed is contained, fharpe and biting as the other. This is fome- 
times feenwith yellow flowers. 

f 6 Clownes muftard hath a fhort white fibrous root,from whence arifeth vp a ftalke of 
the height ofa foot, which a little aboue the rootdiuides it felfe into fome foure or flue bran- 
ches, and thefe againe are fubdiuided into other, fmaller fo that it refembles a little fhrub: 
longifh narrow leaues notched after themanee of Sciatica Creffes by turees garni fh thefe bran- 
ches, and thefe leaues areas bitter as the fmaller Centaury. The flowers (land thicke together at 
the tops of thefe branches in manner of little vmbels,and are commonly of a light blew and white 
mixed together (being feldome onely white,or yellow.) After the flowers fucceed feed veffel? 
after the manner of the other plants of this kinde,and in them is conteined a fmall hot feed t 

7 Buckler muftard hath many large leaues, fpread vpon the ground like Hier actum or Hawke- 
weede, fomewhat more toothed or fnipt about the edges : among which comes vp ftalkes fmall 
and brittle, a cubit high, garnifhed with many fmall pale 'yellowifh flowers in whole place fuc- 
ceed many round flat cods or pouches, buckler fafhion,conteining a feed like vnto the others. 

8 Small Buckler Muftard,isavery fmall, bafe, or low plant, bailing whitifh leaues like thole 
of wild Time,fet vpon fmall, weake and tender branches. The flowers grow at the top like the 
other buckler Muftard. The feed veftels are like, but not fo round, fomewhat iharpe pointed, 
fharp in tafte,&, burning the tongue. The whole plant lieth flat vpon the ground, like wild Tyme. 

The Place. 

Treacle or rather Mithridate Muftard growes wild in fundry places in corn fields, ditch banks, 
and in landy,drie,and barren ground. I haue found it income fie'ds betweene Croydon & Gods- 
llone in Surrey, at South-fleete in Kent, by the path thatleadeth from Harnfey(afmall village by 
London) vnto Waltham crofle, and in many other places. 

The other do grow vnder hedges, oftentimes in fields and in ftonie and vntoiled places ; they 
growplentifullyin Bohemia and Germany : they are feene Iikewife on the ftonie bankesof the 
riuer Rhenc. They are Iikewife to be found in England in fundrie places wilde,the which I haue 
gathered into my garden, d I haue found none but the firft and fecond growing wilde in any 
part of England as yet-but I deny not,but that fome of the other may be found, though not all. $ 

The Time. 

Thefe treacle Muftards are found with their flowers from May to Iuly,and the feed is ripe in 
the end of Auguft. 

The Thames. 

The Grecians call thefe kindes of herbes .of the huske or feed veffelf, 

which is like a little fhield. They haue alfo other names which be found among the baftard 
words : as Scandulaceum, Capfe/la } Pes gallwaceus. Neither be the later writers without their names, 
as N ajlurtium tettortim,a.nd S inapt ruflicum . it is called in Dutch, LtCtfC ? in French ,Seneut 

fituuage : in Englilh, Treacle Muftard, difh Muftard, Bowyers Muftard:of fome, Thlafpi, after the 
Greekc name,ChurIes muftard, and wilde Creflcs.

The feed of Thlafpi or treacle Muftard eaten, purgeth colour both vpward and downeward, 
prouoketh flowers, and breaketh inward apofthumes. 

The fame vfed in clyfters, helpeth the fciatica,and is good vnto thofe purpofes for which Mu- 
ftard feed ferueth. 

«[ The Danger. 

The feed of thefe herbes be fo extreame hot and vehement in working, that being taken in too 
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4 Spanifh Gain Succorie hath many leaues fpred vpon the ground, in fhapelike thofe of 
Groundfell, but much more diuided , and not fo thicke nor fat : amongft which rife vp branched 
ftalkes fet with leaues like thole oiStxbe falimuntica minor , or Siluer-weed,whereofthis is a kinde.

7 Swines Succorie hath white fmall and tender roots, from the which rife many indented 
leaues like thofe of Dandelion, but much lefle, fpred or laid flat vpon the ground • from the midft 
whereofrife vp fmall foft and tender ftalkes, bearing at the top double yellow floures like thofe 
of Dandelion orPifle-abed, but fmaller : the feed with the downy tuft flieth away with the wind. 

8 The male Swines Succorie hath a long and flender root, with fome few threds or ftrings 
faftned thereto • from which fpring vp fmall tender leaues about the bignefle of thofe of Dafies, 
fpred vpon the ground, cut or fniptabout the edges confufedly,ofan ouerworne colour, full of a 
milky iuyee .-among which rife vp diners fmall tender naked ftalkes, bearing at the top of euery 
ftalke one floure and no more, ofa faint yellow colour, and fomething double : which being ripe.

T uggy at Weftminfter j and the laft Summer with an honed and skid 
full Apothecarie one Ml . Nicholas Sway ton of Feuerfham in Kent : but I mud confeffe 1 did not 
compare it with Cluftius • yet now I am of opinion, that both thefe figures and deferiptions are of 
one and the fame plant . It floures in Inly and Augud, at the Jater end ofwhich moneth the feeds 
alfo come to ripeneffe.

haire, is a low herb growing an hand high, fmooth,of 
a darke crimfon colour, and glittering withall : the 
leaues be fmal,cut in funder-and nicked in the edges 
fomething like thofe of Coriander, confufedly or 
without order placed, the middle rib whereofisofa 
blacke fhining colour : the root confifteth of manie 
fmall threddie firings. 

2 This AfTyrian Maiden-haire is likewife a bale 
or low herbe,hauing leaues, flat, fmooth, and plaine, 
fetvponablackifh middle rib, like vnto that of the

The Birdlime which is made of the barke hereofis no lefle hurtful! than that of MifleItoe,for it B 
is maruellous clammiest glueth vp all the intrails, it fhutteth and draweth together the guts and 
paftages of the excrements, and by this meanes it bringeth deftru&ion to man, not by any qualitie, 
but by his glewing fubftance. 

Holly beaten to ponder and drunke, is an experimented medicine againft all the fluxes of the C 
belly, as the dyfenterie and fuch like-.

The Defcription. 

1 'IT He common Oke gtoweth to a 
great tree; the trunke or body wher- 
ofiscouered ouerwitha thicke rough barke 
full of chops or rifts : the armes or boughs are 
likewife great, difperfing themfelues farre a- 
broad : the leaues are bluntly indented about 
the edges, fmooth, and of a fhining greene co- 
Iour,whereon is often found a moft fwcet dew 
and fomewhatcIamrnie,andalfoa fungous ex- 
crefcence, which we call Oke Apples. The 
fruit is long, couered with a browne hard and 
tough pilling, fet in a rough fcaly cup or husk; 
there is often found vpon the body of the tree, 
and alfo vpon the branches, a certaine kind of 
long white mode hanging downe from the 
fame : and fometimes another wood die planr, 
which we cal Mifleltoe,being either anexcre- 
fcence or outgrowing from the tree it felfe, or 
ofthe doung (as it is reported) of a bird that 
hath eaten a certaine berrie. t Befldes thefe 
there are about the roots of old Okes within 
the earth certaine other excrefcences, which 
Bauhine and others haue called Vux quercin£ y 
becaufe they commonly grow in clutters to- 
gether, after the manner of Grapes and about 
their bignes, being fometimes round, & other- 
whiles corneredjofa woody fubftance, hollow 
within^and fomtimes of a purple, otherwhiles 
ofawhitifh colour on the outfide : their tafte 
is aftringent, and vfe Angular in all Dyfente-
